O'  F 

APPLYING  of  TRUSSES. 

Trufs  is  only  intended  for  the 
M  |  benefit  of  fuch  Ruptures  in  the 
fe  &  Groin  as  there  is  a  poffibility  of 
returning  again  into  the  Abdomin, 
tho’  I  make  others  of  a  different  conftruc- 
tion  according  to  the  fituation  of  the  part 
from  whence  it  proceeds,  and  other  cir- 
cumftances  that  may  attend  it. 

Before  I  give  any  directions  how  to 
apply  my  Trufs,  it  may  be  proper  to  fay 
fomething  with  regard  to  the  fafeft  and 
cafieft  manner  of  reducing  the  Intefiine, 

when 
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when  fallen  down;  and  which  is  the 
method  I  have  always  followed  with 
great  fuccefs. 

If  the  Rupture  is  at  the  time  much  en¬ 
larged,  or  painful,  it  will  be  of  great  fervice 
to  the  Patient,  before  the  redu&ion  is  at¬ 
tempted.  to  take  a  gentle  cooling  purga¬ 
tive,  fuch  as  a  deco&ion  of  Tamarinds  with 
Sena,  or  a  folution  of  Salts  and  Manna ; 
and  if  he  is  of  a  Plethoric  or  full  habit  of 
body,  to  let  a  moderate  quantity  of  blood 
will  be  proper ;  and  at  the  fame  time  the 
parts  fhould  be  fomented  with  a  piece  of 
flannel  wrung  out  of  a  warm  decodlion  of 
emolient  herbs,  fuch  as  Camomile  Flowers, 
Mallows,  &c. 

After  thefe  preparations,  you  fhould 
proceed  in  the  following  manner:  Lay  the 
Patient  upon  his  back  in  fuch  a  pofture  that 
his  Buttocks  may  be  confiderably  higher  thant 
his  Head,  as  by  that  means  the  Bowels  that 
are  within  the  Belly,  will  fall  more  to¬ 
wards  the  Breaft  and  not  only  give  way  to 
what  is  to  be  returned  but  be  of  fome  affi- 
ffance  to  the  redu&ion.  Then  you  muft 
examine  carefully  as  to  the  fituation  of  the 

Tefticles  j 
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Tefticles;  and  if  you  find  they  are  forced 
up  towards  the  fides  of  the  Scrotum  by  the 
fize  of  the  Rupture,  you  muff  be  very  cau¬ 
tious  not  to  fqueeze  them  in  your  attempt. 
If  you  find  them  compreffed  at  the  bottom 
of  the  Scrotum,  you  muft  with  the  fore-fin¬ 
ger  and  thumb  of  one  hand  feparate  them 
from  the  Ruptured  part,  and  with  the  fame 
finders  of  the  other  hand  take  hold  of  the 
upper  part  that  is  next  the  Ring  of  the  Muf- 
cles  or  place  from  whence  the  Rupture 
comes  out,  and  work  it  gently  in,  in  the 
fame  manner  as  you  obferve  Women  do 
with  a  Cow’s  Teats  when  they  milk  her. 
By  obferving  this  method  you  will  never  be 
apt  to  ftrain  the  Rings  of  the  Mufcles  nor 
hurt  the  Inteftine  fo  as  to  occafion  an  infla- 
mation  of  any  of  thefe  parts. 

As  to  the  application  of  the  Trufs,  it 
will  be  more  convenient  to  put  it  flack 
round  the  Patients  Body  before  he  is  laid 
down,  as  by  his  getting  up  after  the  reduc¬ 
tion  there  might  be  fome  rifque  of  the  Bow¬ 
el  falling  down  again.  Take  hold  of  each 
end  of  the  fpring  and  open  it  wide  enough 
to  receive  his  body  fide-ways,  and  after 
you  have  got  the  Bowel  fairly  reduced, 

apply 
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apply  the  Cufhion  of  the  Trufs  upon  the 
Rings  or  Orifice  from  whence  the  Bowel 
came  out.  It  mult  have  a  gentle  hold  of 
the  upper  part  of  the  Os  pubis  or  Share- 
bone,  but  take  care  it  is  not  placed  too 
high  or  too  low:  The  Spring  will  be  a 
direction,  which  fhould  come  round  the 
Os  Ilium  near  the  juncture  of  the  Thigh¬ 
bones  and  touch  the  Rump  juft  where  the 
clift  of  the  Buttocks  begin;  which  parts  are 
called  by  the  Anotomifts,  the  Great  Troch¬ 
anter  of  the  Thigh-bone,  and  the  middle 
of  the  Os  Sacrum. 

Always  keep  under  the  Cufhion,  four 
fold  of  old  coarfe  linnen,  which  will  keep 
the  part  cool  and  eafy  and  prevent  the 
Cufhion  being  fpoiled  by  the  moifture  of 
the  Skin.  It  will  be  a  great  addition  to  the 
Trufs,  if  for  Six  or  Seven  weeks,  or  longer 
the  parts  are  bathed  with  very  cold  Water 
every  Night  and  Morning,  which  may  be 
done  conveniently  in  the  following  manner, 
take  a  piece  of  large  linnen  cloth,  fold  it  up 
pretty  thick  fo  as  to  be  about  fix  or  feven 
inches  fquare,  a  few  ftitches  may  be  put 
into  it  to  keep  the  folds  together;  dip  it 
ini©  a  Bafon  of  cold  Water,  give  it  a 
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fqueeze  and  apply  it  to  the  Scrotum  and 
Groin,  and  as  it  lofes  it’s  coldnefs  dip  it  in 
the  Water  again  and  again  which  fhould 
be  continued  for  half  an  hour  at  a  time:  It 
is  neceffary  that  the  Patients  Breeches  fhould 
be  very  long  of  the  Thighs  fo  as  to  allow'' 
the  waidband  to  come  well  up  on  the 
Pelves  above  the  Trufs,  for  if  it  bear  there¬ 
on  it  will  add  fo  much  to  the  prefure  which 
will  make  it  very  uneafy. 

I  muft  here  advife  my  reader,  that  in 
examining  any  thing  like  a  Rupture,  he 
does  not  midake  a  Swelling  of  the  Sper¬ 
matic  Chord,  or  one  in.  the  Groin  for  one, 
as  by  handling  any  thing  of  that  kind 
roughly,  he  may  not  only  give  the  Patient 
an  exquifite  deal  of  pain,  but  do  great 
mifehief:  If  it  is  really  a  Rupture,  gentle 
means,  without  being  in  too  great  a  hurry 
will  anfwer  bed.  I  have  been  frequently 
fhocked  at  the  barbarous  treatment  I 
have  feen  fome  Surgeons  ufe  their  Patients 
with  upon  Swellings,  I  was  certain  were 
not  caufed  by  a  Rupture,  but  as  I  was  not 
bred  a  Surgeon,  they  treated  my  counfel 
with  contempt,  tho’  they  foon  found  their 
own  midake  and  their  attempts  in  vain.

My  experience  in  thefe  matters  took  its 
firft  rife  from  my  being  fubjeCt  to  that 
complaint  myfelf,  having  tryed  all  the 
different  kind  ofTruffes  that  have  been 
nfed  and  recommended  by  Authors  for 
many  Years  back,  but  found  the  beft  of 
them  fubjedt  to  fome  inconveniency  or 
other,  however  as  I  was  originally  a  Me- 
chanick,  I  fell  to  work  myfelf  with  an  in¬ 
tention  to  avoid  the  inconveniences  of 
thofe  I  had  ufed,  and  after  trying  feveral 
differant  new  forms,  I  at  laft  fell  upon  that 
which  I  now  offer  to  the  Public,  and  has 
given  fo  much  fatisfaCtion  to  all  who  have 
had  of  them.  As  to  any  further  knowledge 
I  have  of  Ruptures  (befides  what  I  had 
from  my  own  experience)  I  am  obliged  to 
fome  Gentlemen  of  the  Faculty,  particu¬ 
larly  Dodtor  Hunter,  Doctor  Livenfton, 
and  Dodlor  Barry,  the  Books  he  recommend 
ed  to  my  perufial.  When  I  put  you  in  mind 
how  rediculous  the  Surgeons  of  former 
Times  appear  now  a  Days  when  they  re¬ 
jected  Frere  Jaque  s  new  method  of  Cut- 
ing  for  the  Stone,  for  no  other  reafon  but 
becaufe  he  was  not  a  regular  bred  Surgeon, 
I  hope  no  impartial  Gentleman  of  the 
Faculty  will  condemn  my  Trufs  till  he  can 

prove 
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prove  It’s  having  any  deficiency,  and  has 
compared  it  very  narrowly  with  others  that 
continue  in  life.  The  recommendation  of 
thofe  who  have  experienced  it's  benefit 
would  be  fufficient,  but  moft  People  who 
are  fubjeft  to  any  diforder  of  that  kind  are 
fond  of  concealing  it  and  confequently  will 
never  mention  any  thing  of  my  Trufs. 
However  the  preference  I  have  met  with 
to  others,  who  were  ftrongly  recom¬ 
mended  by  numbers  of  the  Faculty,  in 
being  conftituted  Trufs-Maker  to  his 
Majefty’s  Royal  Hofpital  at  Greenwich ; 
may  give  the  Publie  fome  Idea  of  it’s 
Merit,  even  when  a  Surgeon  in  this  Me- 
tropolous,  and  W.  B.  of  the  College  of 
Surgeons  at  Parris,  and  a  Bedftead-Maker 
With  a  Letter  of  recommending  him.  Signed 
with  a  lift  of  Surgeons  names  to  it  as  long 
as  my  Arm ;  it  is  well  known  that  thefe 
Gentlemen  did  ftand  a  fair  Tryal  with  me 
every  Day  almoft  for  tw*o  Months  before 
the  Phyfians  and  Surgeons  of  the  Royal 
Hofpital  made  their  Report  of  the  Candi¬ 
dates  different  Merits;  on  which  I  was  ap¬ 
pointed  Eleftick  Trufs-Maker,  by  that 
Honourable  Board  of  Directors  of  his 
Majefty’s  Royal  Hofpital.

Greenwich,  means 
in  his  letter  therefrom  to  me,  which  is  here¬ 
after  inferted  ampngft  more  fent  me,  and 
Certificates  of  the  Efficacy  of  myTruiTes 
above  all  others  they  had  made  ufe  of.
